Tho debuto which took place in the Leg- 
islative Council upon the proposition to 
inaugurate Responsible Qovornraont in 
this colony, coincidently with its nd* 
mission into tho Dominion ot Canada, 
wan unquestionably the most able and 
interesting of tho BOBsion. Thoro can 
now be little doubt that tho Governor 
was, to a considerable extent, misled ou 
this question by his Esccativo advisors ; 
and His Excolloucy must now boo that 
his Goveri ment bus boon plaoed in a 
false petition. It ho does not see this 
now he will assuredly see it hereafter. 
It is' perfectly clear that the predomin- 
ating feeling is in favor of I-io.iponsiblo 
Government undor Confederation. Peo- 
ple aro naturally averse to being placed 
in a false and disadvantageous position 
as compared with the other Provinces; 
and very many persons will object to 
any union which does not place ma on 
a political equality with tlioso it is pro- 
posed to join, hi ho far as tho manage- 
ment of our looal affairs is concerned. 
To point to the scattered and heteroge- 
neous character of tho population iB uot 
a conclusive answer. The people timy 
bo scattered, and there may ho an ab- 
sence of that bomogencousnoss which 
one could wish to eee ; but it does not 
follow on that account that peoplo liv- 
ing on the opposite rim of the coutiueut 
know better how to manage our local 
affairs than we do ourselves. The fact of 
tbo matter is mauy think that no terms of 
union can bo fair and equitable which do 
not give the people ot this colony as 
large, political tights as have Wen con- 
ferred upou tho other Provinces. Wo 
have r.o hesitation in asserting that no 
union will be accoptublo or satisfactory 
which places us in a false and inferior 
position. Were British Columbia con- 
tiguous to tho other Provinces with 
which it is proposed to unite there 
would be loss objection to leaving mat- 
ters very much in Federal hands; but 
the great distance which separates us 
and tho abseuco of laoilo communica- 
tion form strong reasons why we should 
have us fall powers of self-government, 
as may be compatible with tho Consti- 
tution, The Executive mado a sad 
mistake in arriving ut tbo conclusion 
it did upon this BUbjset; and I ho large 
representative voto eiiit in favor of 
Responsible Government — virtually six 
to one — affords the Governor an excellent 
opportunity of gracefully extricating 
him -elf from the awkward position in

vice tendered to bi.n by those who 
have for tun most part a sort of innate 
abhorrence of giving power to the 
people. By giving way now tho Gov- 
ernor will not oniy render more certain 
tho acceptance of the Terms which 
may be agreed to at Ottawa, but he 
"will remove a germ of discord and dis- 
content which threatens to endanger the 
future peaco of the oouu.try. 



The Laud Registry Ordinance, 

Editor Britisu Colonist : — In a letter 
wbien appeared in your impression of ihe 
15 h irjaimit, I endeavoured to show that the 
proposed Ordinance respecting the registra- 
tion of lilies ia bod in piiueiple. 

1st, Becansa it makes te^isirution oiscd- 
tial to the validity of instruments affecting 
the tHe to lurid, ond us a consequence 
opens a vfide door to fraud. 

lied, Becau-e the inererts of beneficiarii s 
vcill not appeur on the Register, and ilius oDe 
of two consequences muy fjlluw, tint is to 
soy, either such inieresis may be sacrificed, 
or II preserved their preservation it will be 
at the expense of the pnrty wbo may purchase 
the land, and who will have no means ol 
ascertaining beforehand tho existence of such 
interests. 

3rd, Because too much power is given to 
ibo Registrar. He is niudu a judicial, not 
merely a ministerial officer ; he becomes o 
Efgisirar of Titles, oot merely of deeds, and 
bis mistakes are irremedmblo alter tbo lapse 
of a eei tain time. 

Your reader? wi,l remember that the hon 
Aitoruey General, in moving the first read- 
ing ol the Ordinance in quesiion, staled thai 
it was based upon ihe recommendation ol 
the Commi?sien?rs appointed by Jlei 
Maj sly to consider the eubjscl of tho lia^ 
gistrution of fides with reference to tbe 
sale and trunefer of land, and ^eneiolly to in- 
quire mto the advuutsuo- and dioadvanta»et< 
ol such a system. This circumstance natur 
ally enough Will commend tbe rneusure very 
Itiongly to the sup -ort of the Council, and 
it is becuuH' 1 am sensible ot this that 1 
desire betuie proceeding to suggest the 
scheme whieh, in my humble judgment is 
adapted to tho Colony, lo show that tho 
itcemmpedation of the Corarniisiooera was 
dictnled by u s'nte o( things that does not, and 
in ad human probability never will, exist here, 
and was designed to do away with certain' 
great evils rot-u.iinn from such a stute ol 
tl iii}>8. 1 hi!" will me apparent from the fol- 
lowing briel stsieu.eut of tho dillieulties in 
tbe way ol Investiga iog a title at the lime 
the Commissioners unide their report. There 
viBs then no such thing as a record in law 
of the derivation ol a title, except title 
deeds, and of course there was no security 
■gaioat such title deeds being suppressed or 
improperly witheld. A i olrospiicii vh inves- 
tigation of title waj thorelore nacemary on 
every 'occasion of a salo or uioriyage in 
older to satisfy the purchaser or mortgagee 
that ttic intending vendor or mortgagor was 
tho owner, and that no qualifying rights 
existed. A vendor had to give u detailed 
acconnt of every transaction Unit had affected 
tbe litle at any time during half u century, 
and beiore be could clearly e. lablish his title 
it might be necessary to provo every birth, 
Bsnlflgej settlement charge, conveyance or 
encumbrance that might posiibly affect the 
title. 'I be evils of such a state ol things 
could scarcely bo exaggerated, fraudulent 
lilies might be made by the suppression of 
title deeds. Tbo possibility ol u title being 
impeached couid never be excluded. Deeds 
might be lost and in such a oaae there wan uo 
permanent evidence of ihem. 

Tbe oxpeuso of examining and con- 
teying ' intrioate titles nfllicted witli 



all Borts of ebaree and encumbrances 
was oppressive in the extreme, These and 
a variety of olher conditi >ub so fetteiod and 
impedod tbe alienation of real relate that a 
new system seamed imperatively necessary. 
Aeuordiogly the Commissioners sought to 
devise a seehaio that would at once obviate 
ihiise evils, simplify tides und convcyoneos 
aud render retrospective f-quiries into titles 
uunoeeeBBry. Among other plans lhat they hod 
uuder coasidorution was that of Registering 
conveyances in full but as they show in 
t heir report such a system would nut do in 
England. 

1st, On account of the vast bulk and in- 
creasing quantities or deeds and instruments 
wliieb have to be kept and searched and ex- 
amined on the occasion of a transfer. Those 
instruments it was estimated would amount 
to about I0OU per diem. It mutt bo remem- 
bered that conveyances are larger and more 
intricate in England than her*. 

2nd, Because the general law of real pro« 
party would bave to be altered beiore the 
Registration of doeds etc., would tend to 
rtfinove tecliDiealiiios and anomalies. 

3rd, Hi cause tbe system of Registering 
deeds would not render unnecessary tho re- 
noipective invesiitttion ol title ; uod this 
was one of the chief requirements of a new 
system in ihe opinion ot tho Comtniss'oners. 

The Com miss oners therefore disapproved 
of the plan iu question, and decided upon 
another scheme, some ol the principal fea- 
tures ol which are embodied in tbe Ordinance 
now beiore ;ho Council. 

It is only right to notice the disclosures 
mndu in the Commissioners' report, to Ihe 
effect that one of the number, tbe present 
Chief Justice ol England, refused to cuncur 
in tbe recommendation and that several 
otheis qualified tbeir assent thereto. It 
also appears lb»t tho scheme wus oontrar; 
lo tho opinions of many eminent barristers 
u cd solicitors, whoso views on the subject 
wore elicited by a sories ol questions circu- 
lated umong tho legal profession of England 
und Ireland ; and lastly I believe I a m cor- 
rect iu saying that whatever may be the

It is thus npparunt that the special reasons 
which existed in Eogland. and dioiaied tbe 
recommendation ol the ConiraisBioners do 
not exiBt here, and also that Ibb reasons 
assigned by them tor their disapproval ut a 
system ol Registration in lull ol all instru- 
ments effecting land are inapplicable to 
British Columbia. 

Tbe Ordinance before the Council conse- 
quently loses all the ndvanlage it would 
oincrwiso derive from tbe authority of the 
names ot those who worked out tbe original 
plan upen which it is based, and hou mem- 
bers in censidering it, will therefore, I be- 
lieve, judge of it by its intrinsic merits (if it 
have any) und not adopt it unless Ibey can 
see clearly tint it \» suited to tbe exigencies 
of British Columbia. 1 have already ad- 
vanced a lew arguments to tbow that it is not 
suited lo BiiiisH Colombia.. I will, in con- 
eludiig ibis loiter, add lo one of those rea- 
sons, viz, the inesp -diency of moking the 
Registrar n judicial office, tbe weight of a 
well-known English conveyancer's opinion, 
cited with approbation by the Commistioueij 
iu their report: — '1 1 eel sure,' says Mr Keitle, 

''hat there ia uo felling more strongly rooted

lerf'erenca with their private elixirs, and any 
system is practically impossible, howover 
theoretically perlec', whicti woold render tbe 
approval or sanction ol a Registrar necessary 
lor the completion of translers, or would give 
lira any discretiocary power to prevent 
them.' 

In b subsequent letter, I n\:\ speak ol 
such a scheme as, in my judgment, will bo 
adapted to the colony.

Mr Holbrook said that under responsible 1 
goveroraeDt the Leoitdalure would be io tho 
hands of the Victoriacs, to tho prejudice ol 
tba rest of the coIodj. JIa ulludeil to the 
L?gisluture ot Vuticouviii'b Island belore 
Uqioo, and ppuke ol it as being diB^rucutu 1 , 
atid with such a Looialaiuro Uoder Cooled- 
eration ha thoucht the Mainland iotereata 
■would not bo cared for. He Said the capital 
had beau taken from New VVcstiuiuis or aud 
this, il carried out, would now complete ibo 
ruin of the Muiuland. He suid ihu principle 
ol responsible government was good, but 
gvith a small commuDiiy like ours it would 
work injuriously. Ho complained of tho 
terms generally Riving advaniago to Victoria 
over Now Wef-tnrnster, and euid tho people 
would bave to look to Canada lor justice- He 
would prefer to bo governed from En^laid 
-with responsible government, but w tb re- 
sponsiaiu govetnmont under Uuuada, he 
would D*Ot be answerable for the consequen- 
ces. There was a large uurnber ol our 
-population who would under the chaoge pro- 
po:ed bii disfranchised, and under responsible 
government ttuir interests would nut bo pro- 
tected. He thought tnose who wero asking 
for responsible government wero seeking 
place aud power. Ho said responsible gov* 
eminent had not wuiked well io Canada, 
they were always in political trouble until 
they got Couledeiatioo.

He mid ufior 
hauring the able speech of Mr Wood, he 
would not attempt to say anything more, 
lie thought if the speech of the hon member 
was published and went to ibe world, every 
body would becoma convinced of the fallaoy 
of responrible government. 

Mr DeCosmos said the more he heard 
from tbo upper end ol the table, the more he 
^Jvas couviuced that tba Government were 
asking them to take a step io the dark. They 
hpMi not stated tho proportion of elected 
members we were to have, nor the qualifica- 
tion of oleoted and doctors. lie thought the 
scheme would be endang-red as ho bel eved 
tbo people would reject Oonfederaiioo with- 
out responsible government. Ho had pro- 
posed a committee to take this matter into 
cc*.9ideration and bad that been carried out 
a form .of government might have been 
agreed upon and accepted by all parties. He 
suggested that o form ot government, pos- 
aibly the responsible element, might be 
adopted as an expedient by having a portion 
of the members of the House eleoted lor a 
lorger period then the others, which would 
aflord a guarantee of an tlement of experi- 
ence in ihe Houso. He was of tho opiuion 
thai the Governor had been misled in this 
mailer, lie believed the whole scheme of 
Confederation was joopardi-iod by tho course 
pursued by Ibe Government. He believed 
the people would not accept onion without 
responsible government. 

Mr l>ewdney said eo much had bean said 
on the subject that it was useless tor him to 
Bay more. He was opposed to tho resolution. 
^jf.e had yet to meet tba first person in the 
bountry who bad expressed a desire for re- 
sponsible government. llii constituents had 
distinctly expressed their opinion against it. 
Ho would take this opportunity of expressing 
bis bi»b appreciation of the ollioiali of the 
prosetn povernmeut. Ho believed that id no 
country wero the laws belter observed uud 
executed than in this Co'ony. 

* Mr Alston said he bt-lioved in responsible 
governmeni, but not sucn as bad been advo- 
cated here— that ot buviog the executive 
members elected. Ho would also quote John 
Stuart SHU who says, |'diflereot people re- 
quiro different forms ol govenment, and 

♦ be does not use the word responsible govern- 
ment at all. He said there had been no proof 
to show ttiat the people ol this colony would 
accept responsible government as here pro- 
posed. He believod tho best governmenf 
was that in which the wbolo people partici- 
pated, Tho proper lorm was a representa- 
tive government. It was a shame to call 
tho present government a representative 
one. He thought a perfect form of govern- 
ment could not bo sustained in this colony 
owing to tho want of a good popular ele- 
ment. He endeavored Io explain what he 
coneitlerod responsible government, pointed 

«our the cocntne* which possiBsod it and 
concluded by saying ho would oppose ibe 
resolution. 

Mr Humphreys Baid ho was moro imprest, 
ed than ever with the necessity of giving 
the peoplo responsible government. The 
boo Chief Commissioner and tho hon senior 
member lor Victoria had proved conclusively 
that the people wore noxious to get it. Tho 
latter had told ns in tho first place that tho 
people were not in favor of it, and ho again 
told us that if this resolution wore accepted 
as ono ol tho Teirns the peoplo would, tor 
tbo take of getting it, accept Gonlo.leration, 
to tho exclusion ol substantial benefits. Tho 
public mind was so saturated with respon- 
sible government that they could not dis- 
tinguish between it and Confederation. Ho 
Loheved the course purBund by the govern- 
ment was that which would delout Confeder- 
ation. He quoted Lord Mucanlay who said 

' ' tbo government was like a good coat — fit- 
ted for the body for whiub it was made. 
That was the beat government wbich gave, 
the supromo power into tho bnnds of an in- 
telligent people.' The intelligence of the 
poople of ' this colony wus admitted by all 

' and all tho talk about tho colony being un- 
fitted for responsible government was mere 
k twaddle, lnlelligonoe was the only quuli- 



would ask tho government Io grant a from 
which would approximate to the true princip'e 
and givo the people a guarantee that the 
powers of government should not be abus- 
ed, lie would like to seo the scheme 
proposed by the government carried out, 
but if they did not give something like re - 
sponsible government they would loso Con- 
federation. 

Mr Robson nt great length reviewod the 
arguments whieb had been advanced against 
responsible government, criticifin* with 
some severity the political course of the boo 
Dr Helmcken in regard to the variety of 
attitude assumed upon the general subject 
of Confederation, end hurling back wilb 
greut warmth I ha insinuation that popular 
members desired responsible government as 
a means of attaining place, power, pickings. 
Ho resumed his seat amid upplduse, 

Dr Carrall wished to know if anyone had 
disproved ono of the positions he hud taken — 
That responsible government as practised iu 
England was not adapted to ibis country ? 
That the paucity of population, the scattered 
centres and tho certainty of legislation falling 
iuto tbn hands of tho Victorians, wero reasons 
which no man had attempted to disprove. 
There wus an element of responsibility in the 
government of this colony. He was re- 
sponsible to his peoplo and if they disap- 
proved of his course they would not send him 
here again. The government does not think 
that form of government adapted to this colo- 
ny, but say that if the people need it there is 
a provision that it can bo had under Confed- 
eration. There was no desire on tho purl of 
the Governor to withhold it from the people. 
He contended that the people bud responsii 
ble government in this colony at the present 
time, and held that no member ot the govern- 
ment could retain his position contrary to the 
wishes of the people. [Oh! oh! by several 
lion members.] Members may 'Oh, oh,' but 
he would assert that any member of the 
present government would be dismissed it' any 
charge could bo proved against hini. It was 
said by some hon members that it would take 
five or ton years to get responsible govern- 
ment after union. If that wero so it was an 
evidence that the people did not want it. He 
instanced tho cases ot Jamaica and Victoria 
mid said the latter was no doubc tho skeleton 
in tho closet of responsible government. If, iu 
bis opposition to tins measure he had tnken a 
false &lcp. in his progress in political life, he 
could only say ho never wanted to lake a true 
one in bis political career. Ho said it was not 
trao that responsible government, per if, had 
been put before the people. The govern', 
ment intended to proceed iuto Confedera- 
tion with a form ot government whieb will 
enable the people to elect what form of gov- 
ernment they please. They havo dono their 
best and had given good reasons for every slap 
they have taken, Rod he regretted that this 
question bad been introduced in the manner iu 
which it bad, and bo thought without any de- 
gree of sincerity. 

Dr Helmcken said ho supported the govern- 
ment scheme from bis con vie lion. Ue was 
sorry to see representative institutions p tted 
against responsible government. Ho had been 
charged with changing his mind. It would be 
found out whether he had changed his mind 
or not when the terms camo back from 
Canada. 

Tbo following amendment of Mr Humphreys 
was put and lost: — 'That a respectful uddress 
be presented to His Excellency the Governor, 
praying that representative institutions and 
responsible government similar to tho Execu- 
tive and Legislative Government of Ontario, 
be forthwith ini>»H"'-»° 1 ' ln Uritish Columbia, 
wbetuer admitted into the Dominion or not.'

The following resolutions wero taken up: 
By Mr DeCosmos — That British Columbia 
ohall be entitled to levy and collect any tax or 
taxes on the sales of foreign produce and mail' 
ufactures entered for home consumption, equal 
in amount to the duties*of Customs now levied 
and collected on tbo same under the 'Customs 
Ordinance, 1807;' provided, always, that Jirit- 
isb Columbia shall not be entitled to levy and 
collect any such tar or taxes as aforesaid, if 
tho duties of Customs ol Canada extended and 
applied to British Columbia ul the litno of and 
atler union on such foreign produce and nian- 
u!aclurc3 shall bo as high as the duties of 
Customs now levied and collected on tho same 
under the 1 Customs Ordinance, 1867;' and 
provided, always, that such foreign produce 
uud manufactures shall be construed to meau 
no moro and none other than such foreign 
produce and manufactures as may enter into 
competition with tha produce and rnaaufaOp 
tures of British Columbia. 

By Mr ^ol brook — That the local government 
sbal'l form its own tariff of Customs, so as to 
mako it applicable fi, r the colony : that in all 
cases the lull tariff of Uie Dominion shall be 
charged, and when it is required to be increas- 
ed to meet our local wants, a„d t nlford pro- 
tection to our resources, that th-. local govern- 
ment shall receive the benefit of su-.h inereaso. 

]ly Mr Robson— That a respectful addreaa be 
presented to His Excellency tho Governor re. 
commending that a provision may be inseited 
in tho Terms ot tho proposed union with 
Canada, whereby tho Customs Tarilf of tho 
Dominion shall not be extended to this colony 
until the completion of overland raiiway com- 
munication; and that the local government 
shall bave full power meanwhilo to regulato 
the Customs Tanlf ot British Columbia. 

By Dr llelincketi — That in the opiuion of 
this Council it is highly desirable that tho ag- 
ricultural, horticultural mid dairy interests of 
British Columbia bo protected. 

Tho discussion on tho above resolutions was 
long and contlictinrr, when finally the last was 
carried without a division. 

Mr DeCosmos moved that this Council deem' 
ed it expedient that the manufacturing interest 
of tbo colony be protected. Motion lost.
